FREAK IN PLANT LIFE 


BIRCH 
TREE 
IN 
IOWA 
WHICH 
BEARS MULBERRIES. 


It I* In the Garden of Frank Crowl, 
Formerly of Thio City, and 
Puzzles the Wise. 


Frank Crow I now resides at Mar­ 
shalltown, la. 
He formerly lived in 
East Liverpool, and for years was a 
well known editor. 
Of late he 
has 
been traveling for tin* East Liverpool 
pottery. 
The Marshalltown Reflector 
of recent date describes a freak in 
plant life which is growing in Mr. 
Growl’s garden. 
It says; 
“Growing on the lawn northwest of 
the house are two ornam ental shade 
trees, about twelve feet apart. 
One 
is white or sliver birch, the other a 
mulberry tree. 
Both are bearing m ul­ 
berries and in abundance. 
This is the 
strange part of the story, for a birch 
tree was never known to bear any­ 
thing hilt leaves, nor to put forth any 
bloom, so far as we can learn. 
This 
particular tree did not 
bloom 
last 
spring, but is nevertheless 
literally 
loaded 
with a sort 
of 
abnormally 
grown mulberry over an 
inch 
in 
length. 
It isn’Q a fruit. however, but 
a hollow mockery, a hull without ker­ 
nel, a shell devoid of contents, except 
what appears to 
he 
many 
minute 
seeds imbedded In the tiny leaves of 
the berry or pod. 
"This strange growth puzzles bota­ 
nists. horticulturists, nurserymen and 
other students of n atu re’s laws and 
phenomena in still life. 
It is a per­ 
plexing study for natural scientists. 
"Certain it is that there has never 
been any grafting from one tree to 
the other and no mixing of flowers, \ 
for the birch never blooms as pre- 
viously stated. 
"Another 
singular feature of 
this 
ease is that the fruit on the mulberry 
tree is dwarfed and shriveled, with In-1 
dicntions that it will be hardly half 
the normal 
size 
a t 
maturity. 
Mr. I 
Growl thinks the birch tree is sa p - I 
ping—through the roots—the vitality 
and productive forces of its neighbor 
and that ultimately the 
latter 
will 
either die or cease to produce fruit.’’

In 
competency was the reason given for 
his dismissal. 
When he look***! over 
his stork in trad** he found it. eon 
Histed of something less than a hun 
fired dollars in cash and—a 
great 
Idea. 
A week later he was on his 
way to San Francisco, one good na 
tured postal clerk after another 
al­ 
lowing him to ride in the car. 
On reaching San Francisco he se 
cured a place as purser on a steam 
boat 
bound for Japan, and in due 
time found himself in Tokio. 
Once 
in Ja p an ’s chief city he 
proceeded 
without delay to put his great idea 
Into execution. 
W hat he 
propose*! 
was to perfect and put In operation 
in Japan a postal system modeled 
after that of the United States. Bry­ 
an found willing listene rs am ong the 
high 
Japanese officials, and in due 
time was requested to prepare a pro 
sperm s of his system to be submit 
ti (I to the mikado. 
Bs value was at 
once recognized and its adoption oi 
d**red. 
Ile was placed at the head of

“This strange growth puzzles bota­ 
nists. horticulturists, nurserymen and 
other students of nature's laws and 
phenomena in still life. 
It Is a per­ 
plexing study for natural scientists. 
“Certain It is that there has never 
been any grafting from one tree to 
the other and no mixing of flowers, 
for the birch never blooms as pre­ 
viously stated. 
"Another 
singular feature Of

case is that the fruit on the mulberry 
tre* is dwarfed and shriveled, with in­ 
dications that It will he hurdly half 
t h e normal 
size 
at 
maturity.
